In the year 1760, being the date of the accession 
of George III. to the throne, Joseph Hutton carricd 
on business, as our books show, as a maker of Sickles 
In the village of Ridgeway, some five miles from 
Shefheld, that famous centre for the manufacture 
of Iron and Steel and Cutting Implements of all 
descriptions. 

The old poct, Chaucer, writes of one of the 
characters in Canterbury Tales ; 


"A Shefeld thwytel bare he in his hose.” 


It is interesting to recall some of the conditions 
existing in those far off days when our founder carried 
on business. We think of the slow means of com- 
munication and the difficulties of transport, and are 
proud to remember that by skilful workmanship. the 
productions of Hutton & Co., of Ridgeway, slowly but 
surely became famous in this country for their good 


quailty and rehability. 
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Many interesting documents and records are kept 
to show the progress of the business. 

In the vear 1822 the name Pheenix Works was 
adopted, and built in the wall of an extension to the 
works which was made in that year is a stone of 
which an illustration is here shown. = The Thomas 
Hutton whose name is carved thereon was grandfather 


of Mr. J. J. Hutton, the present head of the firm. 


It is a unique record that the business has been 
owned and managed by succeeding generations of the 


Hutton family without a break from its foundation. 


Mr. J. J. Hutton has been at Phoenix Works for 
nearly fifty years, and it has been his pleasure during 
that time to see the many improvements and exten- 
sions which have been made owing to the increasing 
demand for implements bearing the B Y corporate 
mark.

With the assistance of 
Mr. J. G. J. Hutton, capable departmental managers, 
and skilful workmen our reputation — inercases, 
everything manufactured is subject to strict inspec- 
tion, and no article is marked with the BY mark 
which is not perfect in every detail. 

As all our orders are received through British 
Merchant Houses, some of whom we have done business 
with for over cighty years, we take this opportunity 
to thank them for their very able help in expanding 
our trade and trust that this expansion may continue 


to our mutual advantage.
